HOST GOVERNMENT SUPPORT FOR ELECTION OF U.S. CANDIDATE 
HOWARD D. LUSK TO THE INTER-AMERICAN EDUCATION COMMITTEE 
(CIE IN SPANISH) OF THE OAS. ELECTIONS WILL BE HELD AT 

THE FOURTH SPECIAL MEETING OF THE INTER-AMERICAN COUNCIL 
FOR EDUCATION, SCIENCE AND CULTURE SCHEDULED FOR 
OCTOBER 26-27, 1977 IN WASHINGTON. THE CIE EVALUATES 
EDUCATION PROJECT PROPOSALS SUBMITTED BY MEMBER COUNTRIES 
AND RECOMMENDS FOR OR AGAINST FUNDING BY OAS REGIONAL 
EDUCATION PROGRAM.

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2. IN ADDITION TO TRANSMITTING DIPLOMATIC NOTE AND 
BIOGRAPHIC SUMMARY WHICH FOLLOW, EMBASSIES SHOULD ALSO 
MAKE A SUPPORTIVE ORAL APPROACH TO APPROPRIATE OFFICIAL 
OF FOREIGN MINISTRY TO EMPHASIZE THESE POINTS: 

(A) IN HIS PRESENT POSITION IN AID/WASHINGTON, LUSK HELPS 
DEVELOP AND IMPLEMENT AID S POLICIES AND PROGRAMS FOR 
BILATERAL AND REGIONAL ASSISTANCE IN EDUCATION, SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY FOR ALL OF LATIN AMERICA. 
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(B) THAT UNIQUE VANTAGE POINT MAKES HIM AN ESPECIALLY 
GOOD CANDIDATE BECAUSE IN THE CIE HE WOULD WORK FOR 
COMPLEMENTARITY BETWEEN OAS AND AID EDUCATIONAL DEVELOP- 
MENT PROGRAMS IN THE HEMISPHERE. 

(C) AS AID OFFICIAL, IN FREQUENT CONTACT WITH REPRESEN- 
TATIVES OF LATIN AND CARIBBEAN COUNTRIES, HE HAS SPECIAL 
APPRECIATION FOR THEIR EDUCATIONAL PRIORITIES.
